of the Twenty-ninth regiment of infan- 
try, consisting of 54 men, stationed at 
Boag, Marinduque Island, embarked 
Sept. IS on the gunboat Villalobos and 
landed on the Marinduque coast Sept. 
14, where 300 of the enemy, armed with 
rifles, supposedly from Luzon, surprised 
the Americana. 
The latter foug-ht for 


several hours, until their ammunition 
•was exhausted, after which the Ameri- 
cans were overpowered and surrendered, 
relief being Impossible, after at least 
four of the soldiers had been Wiled. 
Among them, according to reports, was 
Captain Shields.

of butter in a lump, fold the corners of 
the dough over it and roll out care- 
fully to the thickness of about one-quar- 
ter inch.

LEMON CREAM PIE. 


Mix together the juice -and grated rind 


of one lemon, one cupful of sugar, the.! 
yolks of two eggs and two- teaspoonfuls 
of flour. Pour over the whole a cupful 
of boiling: -water. 
Set the dish con- 


taining the mixture into another of hot 
•water and boll until well cooked. Make 
the pie with an under crusx only. After 
It is baked add a frosting made of the 
beaten whites of the eggs, and two table- 
epoonfuls of white sugar. 
Spread the 


frosting evenly over the pie, and place 
In the oven until it lS'«lightljr brown. 


STEWED PEARS, 


and cut six or eight pears and 


steep thorn in cold water to prevent them 
from turning- black. 
Put them in a 


pauce-pan with sufficient cold watt-r to 
cover them, and boil them with 
two 


ounces of butter and enough nugar to 
sweeten to taste. 
When fonder brush 


the pears over with the yolk of an egg', 
sprinkle them over with sifted sugar and 
arrange- them on a dish. Add one-half 
ounce of gelatine to tho syrup, sirnme:- 
it quickly for about five minutes, strain 
It over the pears and let it remain until 
set. 
The syrup may be colored with 


a little prepared cochineal, which will 
very much improve the appearance of the 
dish.

PARKER HOUSE ROLLS. 


Scald one quart of milk and add to it 


one-half cupful each of sugar and butter 
and one teaspoonful of salt. Stir in 
enoug-h flour to make a batter as thick as 
for pancakes. Let it cool and when luke- 
warm stir in half a cupful of yeast or a 
cake of compressed yeast, dissolved in a 
little warm water. Set in a warm place 
to rise and when very light add flour and 
knead into a dough, not too stiff. Flatten 
with a rolling pin and cut into cakes, 
about an inch thick, with a biscuit cut- 
ter. Roll out each cake separately, 
spread with butter, fold double and let 
rise again, and bake for 
twenty-five 


minutes. 


STEWED CUCUMBERS. 


Cut three large cucumbers lengthwise 


the size of the dish they are intended to 
be served in. Take out the seeds and let 
them simmer in boiling water, with a 
little salt, for five minutes. Then take 
them out, place them in another stew- 
pan with rather more than half a •pint of 
good fcrcwn gravy and let them boil over 
a brisk fire until th-ey are tender. 
Should they be bitter ad-d a Jump of 
sugar. Carefully dish them, thicken the 
sauce with a little flour and butter and 
pour over the cucumbers.

CREAM OF TOMATO SOUP. 


Put two quarts of milk in a double

tomatoes or the same quantity of fresh 
tomatoes, boil until soft, rub through a 
fine sieve and stir in a teaspoonful of 
eoda to neutralize the add. Rub a small 
tablespoon!ul of flour in a lump of but- 
ter the size of an egg, and stir into the 
boiling milk. 
Add the tomato, season 


-with pepper and salt, boll three minutes 
And serve'. 


• SPANISH BUNS FOR TEA. 


Sift three heaping teaspoonfuls of bak- 


ing powder with three-quarters of a 
pound of flour. Beat four eggs until 
light, -yolks and whites separately, and 
cream together half a pound of sugar and 
a quarter of a pound of butter. Add to 
this the beaten egg yolka and stir In one 
teacupful of cream, the Sour and the 
whites of the eggs alternately. 
Then 


utir in well three teaspoonf uls of almond 
water. 
Bake in a buttered pan and eut 


to squares. 


BEEF KIDNEYS. 


Cut 6, beef kidney linto thin slices, flour 


them and fry to a nice brown. 
"When 


done, make a gravy in the pan by pour- 
ing away the fat, putting in a. small piece 
of butter, half a pint of boiling water, 
pepper and salt anil a tablespoonful of 
mushroom catsup. Let the gravy Just 
boil up, pour over the kidney and serve. 


CRAB SAIUAD. 


Pick all the meat from the shells of 


two crabs and shred it finely. Wash 
and dry one large lettuce smd> a bunch 
of watercress. 
Cut them up in a bowl 


and mix first with two and a half table- 
spoonfuls of oil, next with pepper and 
salt and lastly with one tablespoonful of 
vinegar. 
Then add the crab meat, mix- 


ing it well with the salad. 
Pile on a 


flat dish and garnish with a. hard boiled 
egg, cut in slices, and a few slices of 
beetroot or tomato. 


ORANGE MARMALADE. 


Peel two doeena of sour oranges, cut in 


halves across the sections, and seed. 
Put as many pounds of sugar as the fruit 
will weigh in a preserving kettle with 
enough water to dissolve It. Bring to a 
boil slowly, to prevent scorching. "When 
the syrup has boiled ten or fifteen min- 
utes grate half a cupful *f the yellow 
part of the orange peel into it and put 
in the oranges. Boil fifteen minutes 
longer and p ut in glass jars or cups. 


QUAIL ON TOAST. 


Pick and clean thequadl, split down the 


l»ack, season with salt and pepper, and 
baste with melted butter while broiling 
over a clear fire. It takes from twelve 
to fifteen minutes to broil quail. 
JHave 


ready as many slices of toast aa there 
are birds, place a bird on'each slice and 
serv« at once. 


ANDALUSIAN CAKE. 


Beat threa eggs for flve or six min- 


lites; add a cupful of fine granulated 
eugar and beat two or three minutes 
longer. 
Then Btir in on« cupful of flour, 


a teaspoonfui of baking powder and 
flavoring to suit the ta«te. Bake at once 
In a. quick oven. 


JELLY CAKE. 


Stir together one cupful of sugar, one-

Put into a double boiler one quart of 


Dissolve one bar of chocolate and 
add to it two beaten eggs, four table- 
spoonfuls of sugar and three heapin-g 
tablespoonfuls of corn starch. Put this 
•with the boiling milk and cook for ten 
minutes. Rinse a mould with cold water, 
pour in the blanc mange and when firm 
turn Out and serve with cream and suga.r. 


PILAFF. 


Put two cupfuls of water on to boil 


with a little salt, adding the juice of one 
or two tomatoes, or sufficient to color it. 
"When the water bolls put in a cupful of 
rice and boil until all the water is soaked 
up. 
Then add melted butter to taste, 


etir^cover and k-sep in a warm place, but 
not on the fire, till dinner is served. 


TIP-TOP CAKE. 


Beat together a cupful and a half of

Arctic Traveler Give* Hii Opinion of 


tbe CTi«not?» of SncceiK " fluffs of 
Narwmy and Itavlr Mar B« the Flr«t 
<o Fly at *ke Canreted. Spot. 
Dr. Nnnsen and the Duke of Abruzzi, 


according to a dispatch to the London 
Dally Express from CUrietiania, have 
agreed to undertali£ a Joint expedition 
into north polar regions. 


Taking the foregoing as a text, Wtrt- 


t$r Welliuan, himself au arctic traveler 
of some note, writes aa follows to the 
Chicago Times-Herald from Washing- 
ton: 


"If it is true, as reported in a dls- • 


patch from London, that Dr. Nanscn 
and tbe Duko of Abruxzl bave Joined 
hands In a polar expedition, the ions 
Bought and elusive north pole may aa 
•well prepare to surrender. 


"Dr. Nansen is perhaps tbe ideal ex- 


plorer of the frozen regions of the 
north. Be has enthusiasm, practical 
ability, athletic .strength, great cour- 
age, rare foresight. 


"I know him well. I also know the 


young, duke who has woJi the admira- 
tion of the world by leaving a life of 
luxury and attempting to do something 
for the cijtiso of science. He Is like- 
wise an enthusiast and is as practical 
and fersighted as Nansen. 


"It is not generally known that Dr. 


Najisen had advised Abruzzi in all the 
latter's preparation for his recent arc- 
tic voyage. 


"In the absence of details it is pre- 


Bumed the Kansen-Abruzzi expedition 
of next -year will go by the Frana-Josef 
route, which is now the fa-vorite among 
students of tnf pole reaching problem. 


"Probably they will establish a base 


in Franz-Josef Land and thenc& make 
a dash for the pole, the method follow- 
ed by Abruzzi this year, "or, rather, by 
Captain Cagniat, as the duke himself 
was unable to go on the sledge trip. 
There is little doubt that the north pole 
can be attained by this method or by 
another drift expedition similar to that 
of^Nausen in the Fram. 


"But whichever plan the Norwegian 


and the Italian adopt their ch.ances of 
reaching the pole are good. The Duke 
of Abruzzi has a large private fortune, 
which he is willing to devote to arctic 
exploration, and it is presumed that he 
is furnishing the funds. 


"Unless Lieutenant Peary reached 


the pole this last spi^ng, America's 
chances of wresting this great honor 
from foreign rivals is poor indeed, 
though there are American explorers 
who know the method by which the 
pole can be attained. They lack the 
financial support which might enable 
them te enter the field with an even 
chance of placing the stars and stripes 
first at the top of the earth. 


"The Duke of Abruzzi and his ship 


reached 86 degrees 33' minutes north 
latitude, which is 19 minutes farther 
north than the point attained by Nan* 
sen. The duke sa41ed for the north 
on Jtaie 12, 1809. The departure wa£ 
made "from Christiania, in Norway, 
and the then crown prince and prin- 
cess of Italy, now King Victor and 
Queen Helene, accompanied -their ad- 
venturous cousin on his ship, tbe Stel- 
la Polare, as far as. the North cape. 


"When he began preparations for his 


record breaking journey to the arctic 
regions, the powerful influence of King 
Humbert was used to dissuade him 
from an experiment which was regard- 
ed as a most foolhardy attempt for a 
prince to make, L.but he rejected this 
advice and went on with his work. 


"Taking with him as bis sailing mas- 


ter and chief lieutenant the cool, stu- 
dious, brave, young Captain Umberto 
Cagul of the Italian navyfi who was 
with the prince on his Alaskan trip, he 
likewise pressed into service Count 
Quirni and Dr. Cavalli, both officers of 
the Italian navy, and two daring Ital- 
ian sailors, Cardenti and Canepa. 
*• "In addition to these forces, the 
prince carried* along four experienced 
Alpine guides. The.crew of the Stella 
Polare consisted of 20 men, Italians 
and^ Norwegians, commanded by Cap- 
tain Evensen, who te regarded aa the 
best arctic navigator In Norway. 


"Naneen's expedition', .w^ch was 


eclipsed by the Italian prtric*, was te- 
gnn to 1892, in which year he complet- 
ed his ship, tue* Fram (Onward). With 
the Frfi.ru and a crow of 12 men he set 
out on July 21, 1893. 


"On Sept. 18 the shlp-rtnck to the-lt* 


to latitude 78% and- remained frozen 
np tor three years. In March,. 1895, 
the Fram waa in 84 degrees, and {here 
'Nanson and his friend Jx>bansen began 
their Journey northward. 


"On April 7, 1895, they observed 86 


degrees 13 minutes- and 8 seconds. 
Nanaeu then .went on alone for a few 
miles until be reached 86 degrees 14 
minutes, the farthest point ever at- 
tained up to that time."

The s.ame 
kind of animals are kept by thu sheriffs 
of many counties in this state, and tlu-y 
always do well on tucb show occasions, 
but have never b(±en known to ruu Oowa 
a criminal.

owner, "whether there is u genuine blood- 
hound in the south or one with tin- 'nose* 
of tin; old I'.mawiiy >j..vo calmer iu ihn 
country.

Orilm.'iry deer or

ed by the state or counties in South. Car- 
olina be so i-la^sed. 


"The bloodhound in his perfection c.t 


'nose' and his ferocity \vas the product 
of tUo institution of slavery. The finest 
•trains came from Cuba, lai'£», powerful 
beasts, tawny m- black, with wuite points 
and so fierce that when not in service 
they were chained, and only their master 
coula feed them or touch them. If they 
escaped, they chnspd the liist person they 
saw, and their desire wan to oaf his fl^sh. 


"Many of the doss were imported to 


the south by the men who made their 
living catching runaway slaves. 
They 


were crobsed on the dcerhonnd. and the 
product was a good man hunter, fierce 
enough, but not so dangerous as toe Cu- 
ban. 
Several packs of such dogs were 


owned in this state, nnd their presence in 
a county Icfpt many a bluvp at home who 
would have otherwise, sought the shelter 
of the forest, where, unless followed by 
such, hounds, he could live for years, pay- 
ing weekly or monthly visits to the negro 
settlements. 


"The alleged bloodhounds of this day 


cannot run a man if the trail is over 
three hours old, if it goes in water or is 
crossed by other trails. The slave catch- 
ers' hounds, bred for their cold nose for 
more than a century, could 'carry a trail' 
36 hours old. 
The common definition 


that used to bo given for the name of this 
species of dog was that if a drop of blood 
fell on the track he would never leave it. 
They were like wolves, in that they hunt- 
ed for meat and were eager to devour a 
man run to n tree or cornered. 
There 


are many r.uth°ritie stories showing tbeir 
remarkable qualities of scent and sagac- 
ity. 
It was practically impossible to 


baffle an old dog, nnd when his nose wag 
once put by his master in the footprints 
of a man the particular scent of that per- 
son was the only one he would entertain 
in his nostrils, and that track he would 
pick out of 100. 
Ordinary bounds ot 


chase are puzzled when the quarry takes 
to a running stream and goes up or down. 
Tbe man blunter, acute and wise as a 
man, 
would systematically hunt the 


banks up and down for milee until the 
trail was recovered. 


"There is a case of particular note on 


record in this state where the services of 
a professional shiv» catcher were called 
in to catch a murderer. The crime had 
been committed moie thiin 24 hours when 
the boss of the pack arrived with his 
dogs upon the scene of the murder. One 
naked footprint' was fonnd retreating 
from the spot, and into this the muzzle 
of the prize trailer of the pack was press- 
ed, and ?he was given the word to go, the 
other dogs being heUJ in reserve. 


"Miles through swamps, across ponds of 


water and into the woods the dog trailed, 
finally coming out on a cultivated planta- 
tion, her nose close to the ground and oc- 
casionally givinc utterance to the fierce 
but musical long drawn 'ban' that car- 
ried terror always to the hearts of the 
runaway. Into the street of the negro 
village went the dog, carrying the trail 
where it had been crossed by dozens of 
men, 
women and children, nnd then into 


a bouse. Here she made a circle of tha 
room, came out of the same door, trailed 
to another house, scratched at the barred 
door aud when it wns opened caught the 
murderer under the bed. He belonged to 
another plantation and had come there 
for shelter a-nd protection and had used 
every device to throw off pursuit. 


"It was, ot course, important and nec- 


essary that the owner of such a pack of 
dogs should be responsible and vigilant. 
He had to be a fine horseman and ride 
horses that could go almost anywhere, 
' (or he must be 'up to the leading dog 
when the sJave was brought to bay. If 
tbe fugitive .was too hard pressed to 
climb a tree, OF, as they sometimes did, 
attempted to shoot the dogs, he would be 
torn to pieces if the master was not 
promptly on hand. Laws governing the 
nbuse of sltves were strict.,ind enforced. 
{The most noted case of their violation 
is one of the best known criminal cases 
in our law books, although it occurred 
years ago. A captured slave bad incurred 
the enmity of the hunters, and he was 
killed and his flesh fed to the dogs. The 
two whites implicated were tried, con- 
victed and hanged at 'vTalterboro, the 
militia of Charleston being marched 60 
miles to prevent their rescue by friends 
on the day of execution. 


"With the passing of slavery the neces- 


sity for cold nosed man chasers no longer 
exists and the breed, at least in this part 
of the country, is no longer preserved."— 
Atlanta Constitution.

The New York Herald— an ami- Mc- 


Kinley Journal, but a journal which 
puts the facts and the news foremost to 
its readers no matter what they may 
indicate or how they nrayinfluenbe— has 
completed its mid-campaign canvass 
and flnda that Bryan! cannot win un- 
less aided by a political revolution.

LOCAL NEWS. 


THE NOTCH GOLD MINE 


Another Mill Run Gives Good Results. 


A Stock Company to be Formed 


John Lyons had another mill run of 


ore from his gold mine in the Notch 
reduced at Glens Falla, N. Y., last Fri- 
day by Pi-oiebiur John E. Sutphen of 
that town, and the results were very 
satisfactory. The mill run consisted of 
250 pounds of rock, from which Prof- 
essor Sutphen extracted 29 9-10 erains 
of gold, 987 fine. As 1000 Is the finest, 
the quality speaks for itaelf. The gold 
is worth 4% cents per grain, and this 
gives a yield of $10.16 to the ton. 


An important fact in connection with 


this test is that the ore was surface 
rock, which is never so rich as that 
further down. 


Mr. Lyons has decided to form a 


stock company, which will be incor- 
porated under the laws of New Jer- 
sey, and steps to this end are now be- 
ins taken. It is proposed to erect a 
milling plant and to reudce the ore at 
the mine, atfa it is probable that Prof- 
essor Sutphen's system of separating 
the gold from the ore will be adopted. 
The surface rock will be worked for 
two years, as it has been found, that 
this will pay, and in the meantime the 
work of sinking the shaft will 
be 


continued, for there Is »lo doubt that 
much richer ore will be found lower 
down. 


Mr. Lyons has had several good of- 


fers for the mine, but will not accent 
any ono of them. He is convinced that 
he has struck the right kind of "stuff" 
and proposes to have the benefit of it, 
in connection with those who have the 
courage and sense to join him in the 
development of the mine, which is cer- 
tainly one of unusiual promise. 
He 


expects a number of Boston and Pitts- 
field capitalists to visit the mine the 
latter part of this week to investigate. 
They have communicated with Prof- 
essor Sutphen, and the replies receive^ 
from him have convinced them that 
the mine is genuine and well worthy of 
their attention. 


There have been in this region dur- 


ing the past 12 OT 15 years many at- 
tempts to develop precious metals, but 
the failures have been so numerous 
that the.faith of the public has been 
weakened, and there are many who 
have reached the belief that neither 
gold nor any other metal is to be found 
in the Berkshire hills in paying quan- 
uty; but Mr. Lyons seems to be in a 
fair way to convince them of their mis- 
take. The results of his investigation 
in the Notch nr to the present time 
are full of 
encouragement, and 
if 


Professor 
Sutphen's judgment and 


knowledge of these matters are of anv 
account, and they are known to be 
pretty reliable, there is not only en- 
couragement, but positive assurance In 
this case. 


It will seem strange to many to think 


of a gold mine being developed in the 
Notch, which has hereofore been con- 
sidered valuable for its water supply 
and aheep pasturage, but it looks now 
as though Mr. Lyons had struck some- 
thing more valuable than either of 
these, and that in the near future a 
large and ' rofitable gold mining: In- 
dustry would be added to the many 
other sources of profit and wealth in 
this flourishing "metropolis of Berk- 
shire."

Graciousness of Italy's New King Per. 


mits the Couple to Return Home 


and Take up Again Their 


High Positions. An En. 


gaging Romance 


There is some romance outside of 


books and the Transcript this evening 
can tell a true story in proof of this 
assertion. The story to be told con- 
cernts a German countess and a first 
lieutenant in the Italian army, both of 
whom are immensely wealthy, who 
have been in this city and have for 
several weeks earned their living by 
weaving in the Gallup 
& Hougtiton 


cotton mill in the Beaver. Fair for- 
tune smiled on) them again and now 
they are on their way to Italy to take 
up their old life again in their beauti- 
ful San Rerno. 


The Transcript first learned of the 


romance in the lives 
of these two 


young people in a very unexpected and 
peculiar way. One day not long sintee 
the editor of the Transcript received a 
letter in French from A de Amisag-a, 
the editor of the leading paper in Rio 
Janiero. 
This letter 
informed 
the 


Transcript that its writer believed that 
a dashing young lieutenant 
of 
the 


Italian army who had married onte of 
the beautiful and wealthy countesses 
of Germany and who had fought a 
duel ,was in North Adams' working as 
a weaver and that .his wife was work- 
ing with him at the same employment. 
The correspondent of the Transcript 
told a most interesting story of the 
young people 
anH gave considerable 


circumstantial evidence to show that 
his suspicions was correct. 


He told the Transcript that he had 


met the young lieutenant and beauti- 
ful countess at a fete given by the 
Prince Bonaparte. 
He had been in-' 


Italy for the health of his wife 
and 


while there had attended this ball. 
Shortly after his return home he learn- 
ed that 
the young 
lieutenajit 
had 


fought a duel and had fled the country 
with his wife, the countess. He wrote 
the father of the lieutenant who Is one 
of the leading cotton manufacturers of 
Italy, inquiring about his son and re- 
ceived in reply the information that 
the young man's whereabouts was not 
known. 


De Amisaga, being a. friend of the 


young couple, knowing wealthy rela- 
tives of theirs in his own city, was 
much interested 
in 
discovering the 


missing lieutenant and the countess. 
He had to come to the United. States 
and one day recently met a country- 
man of his who had beenl in Williams- 
town. The countryman was telling him 
of his trip in Berkshire and about the 
people he met, including in his narra- 
tive a story of two very accomplished 
young foreigners, whose acquaintance 
he had formed. From the description' 
of the young foreigners given by his 
friend, De Amisaga concluded that they 
were the missing lieutenant, F, Bellos- 
iofasola and his wife, who wa» the 
Countess Anna Berbig von Falken- 
stein. This friend had inquired of the 
young people who they were and was 
told that they were weavers in the 
Gallup mill at the Beaver. De Amisa- 
ga asked the Transcript to make In- 
vestigation and discover if possible if 
the lieutenant and the countess were 
here and write to him as he was deeply 
interested in havirig the young people 
restored to their former position.

They 
set sail for America and arrived hero 
with rib possessions but such jewels 
and clothing as they were able to have 
smuggled by trusted friends to Paris. 
On their arrival In this country they 
cut themselves loose from their most 
intimate and trusted friends at homo 
and determined to find employment arid 
hope. The doctor's search for remun- 
erative employment in New York was 
r^ot very successful. 
He did some 


literary work, some translating and 
come writing for the Italian and Ger- 
man newspapers, but the reward was 
very slight and the work was not very 
certain. 


Having exhausted almost all of their 


resources, not being sure of what they; 
could next find to do In New Tork, 
having been denied at ;ul the institu- 
tions of learning where 
the 
doctor 


hoped to get a position teaching, th'ey 
saw an article In an Italian paper pub- 
lished In New York filing of the Rood 
work and wage's at the 
Gallup & 


Houghton mills at North Adams. 


They decided to come to North Ad- 


ams and find employment at weaving. 
They arrived in this city with little 
or no money and all of their jewels 
gone. It was then work in the mill or 
disclose their identity or their where- 
abouts to their family and by so do- 
ing incur the risk of the doctor be'ns: 
taken back to Italy and punish'ed. 
They chose to work and they accepted 
positions as weavers in the Beaver 
mill, finding a boarding place in the 
Beaver. They worked as weavers for 
many weeks, the countess provins the 
best at the loom and earning every 
week more than her husband. But the 
work was too much for the countess 
and she began to break down in health. 


The doctor saw that it was eit"her 


write home to his father or permit his 
wife to be slowly killed at the loom. 
She would not rest from work for a 
day, but insisted In weaving on every 
day that her b/usband did. 


The doctor had made every effort 


possible here to obtain some better em- 
ployment but failed. He corresponded 
with the normal school and Williams 
college, but could not find anything to 
do. 
There was noth'ing: to do but 


weave. It was on their return from a 
visit to President Carter of Williams 
college that they were met on the 
street car by the Brazilian doctor, who 
carried the story of meeting- them to 
their friend in Xew York. 


At last the doc-tor decide to write to 


hia father, much against his wife'o 
desire, and at that time a der>lorable 
event happened, but one that brought 
to the weavers great hope and at last 
happiness. This was tne assassination 
of King Humbert. The dot-tor and tho 
countess loved their king ii-v1 v,eio 
saddened at the manner of his death. 
But the deed of Brescl brought good 
news to the lieutenant and his wife. 
The duke of Naples ascended 
the 


throne, with whom the doctor has u 
close personal acquaintance, and nexS 
month, on the anniversary of the birth 
of the new oueen, the doctor will take 
his oath again as officer in the Italian 
army, receiving the king's rardon. To 
celebrate the birthday of the o.ueen the 
king grants paxdon to all military of- 
fenders. 


It was after the knowledge of this 


had reached the weavers, and on re- 
ceipt of a reply by cable from the doc- 
tor's father that the doctor and his 
wife called on Mr. Cesana to inquire 
about steamship facilities. 


It was then that the Transcript found 


out the real meaninsr of the letter from 
South America and that the full storv 
of the lieut-Jiant and the countess was 
made known to a representfl ive of this 
paper. It was the desire of the doctor 
that no mention of his romance be 
made oublic at that time as his wife 
was III and disliVed the notoriety that 
it would occasion. 
For some weeks, 


having abundance of funds from hi? 
father, the doctor' remained In North 
Adams to nurse his wife back to health 
but all the care he could give her was 
not enough to restore her i|i perfect 
health, and she left for Italy much 
broken down from her labors as a 
weaver, all cheerfully taken upon her 
because of her great love for her hus- 
band, who had risked death in a duel 
for her snke. 


While the doctor made friends amona 


his countrymen, few ff any of them 
knew his story or who he was. 
But 


his character was so attractive that 
there were dozens of them flocking- to 
bid farewell to him. when he was leav- 
ing North Adams.

The narrow hull of tjteel, built to cut 
through tho and at the rate of 38 knots, 
wua chrigtened with champagne by 
Mrs. Jo*eph Daniels, eUter of the l»t* 
Ensign Worth BagWy, for whom tha 
boat was naui*<l. Among the other* 
prtfcsnt were Mm. Dagley of Washing- 
ton, mother of the young hero; her si*> 
ter, Mrs. Benjamin Mofflt of North 
Carolina; Dudley B. Bugley of Rich- 
mond, Cadet David Bagley of the Na- 
val academy at Annapolis, Joseph Dan- 
iels aud children and Worth Bagley 
Daniels of Balclgh, editor of The New» 
and Observer. 


The Bagley te one of the three 


boats contracted for by tho Bath Iron 
•works In October, 1896, the other two 
being tbe Barney, launched last Jnly, 
and thf> BRKlle, to be launched In Ocb> 
bor. Their principal dtecnatone are: 
Length between perpendiculars, 1C7 
feet; beam, molded, IT feet; depth at 
center amidships, 10 feet 9 Inches; 
mean draft of water on trial, 4 feet 3 
Inches; displacement on trial, 100 tons; 
speed on trial (two hoofs), 28 knots.
